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Contractor shall install and/or furnish kits of parts for installation of 
one (1) each VHF Radio in the aircraft called for under Item 2. The radios 
shall be furnished as GFP. 


Contractor shall install and/or furnish kits of parts for installation of 
Anti-collision lights on all aircraft. 


. Contractor shall fabricate and deliver to the Government one (1) additional 


aircraft S/N 390. This aircraft shall be manufactured by utilizing spare 
assemblies and subassemblies, components and spares to be furnished by the 
Government as GFP. The balance of material required shall be procured and/or 
fabricated by the Contractor. Said airuraft shall be in a configuration 
suitable to accomodate the "C" configuration. Inspection and acceptance 
shall be in accordance with the applicable provisions of this contract. 


Contractor shall provide the necessary engineering and development and 
fabricate one (1) prototype of an Ejection Seat suitable for installation 
in all aircraft called for under Items 1 and 2 and be interchangeable with 
present "Fixed" type seating arrangement. 


» Contractor shall install and/or furnish kjts of parts for installation

Contractor shall install and/or furnish kits of parts for installation of 
a Voice Recording capability with the use of System I for all aircraft, 
however, contractor shall furnish only twenty-two (22) filters for install- 
ation with the above kits.

Wavigational components in four (4) aircraft S/N's 376,380,386 and30% ae | 
This installation shall be compatible with the System IV installation’ ss 
presently in the aircraft and Contractor shall demonstrate same e |=

10. Contractor shall design and fabricate and install a Weather Package in 


aircraft S/N 368. The Government shall furnish as GFP a RADAN Navigational 


Set, cerféin recorders, psychrometers and such other items of equipment 
and instrumentation as agreed to between the Contractor and the Contracting 


Officer. 
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11. Contractor shall furnish three (3) Stanley Type "D" Ejection Seats and 
install one (1) of them together with such instrumentationas required 
for testing thereof in the equipment bay of airdraft S/N 377. 


12. Contractor shall furnish four (4) each Fuel Flow Meter; Potter Model 
3/8"x 1" with linear flow rate range 300-1500 P.P.H., including a 
Potter brown precision indicator and a POtter Model 11A frequency convert- 
er with 50 ft. cable. 


13. Contractor shall furnish twelve (12) each Contour Chairs suitable for 
use by Government personnel during prebreathing stage prior to 
flight. 


14. Contractor shall furnish twenty-six (26) each Sleeping Bags suitable 
use in the Survival Kit in the Seat Pack utilized in the airergft called 
for under Items 1 and 2. 


15. Contractor shall remove airplane S/N 363 from the scene of crash to its 
facility and perform necessary repairs and flight tests to return the 
aircraft to an operational status and redeliver to the Government. 


16. Contractor shall provide necessary trucking services to transport 
the aircraft from the site of manufacture to Edwards AF Base. 
This servicé does not apply to those aircraft previously delivered 
by Government airlift. 


17. Contractor shall furnish the supplies or materials set forth in the 
Purchase Requests listed below. Such Purchase Requests having 
been Jjssued by the Authorized Representative of the Contracting 
Officer pursuant to his letter of 5 October 1956, incorporated 
herein by reference. 
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
